1 . IN CONSIDERING SEPARATE SCHEDULE POSSIBILITIES FOR 
MRS. MONDALE, LOGICALLY THERE APPEAR TO BE TWO BLOCS OF 
INDEPENDENT TIME: (A) SHORTLY AFTER ARRIVAL APRIL 14 
UNTIL ABOUT FIVE P.M. AT MANILA HOTEL, AND (B) MORNING 

OF APRIL 15 UNTIL PRESUMED WORKING LUNCHEON ABOARD PRESI- 
DENTIAL YACHT. 

2. FOR APRIL 14 YOU MIGHT CONSIDER SUGGESTING THAT MRS. 

MONDALE RATHER THAN ACCOMPANY THE VICE PRESIDENT TO THE 
WAR MEMORIAL CEMETARIES, MIGHT WISH TO VISIT (A) NAYON 
PILIPINO VILLAGE EXHIBITION NEAR AIRPORT WITH 

ETHNIC MUSEUM, HANDICRAFTS AND FOLK ACTIVITIES AND (B) 

MUSEUM OF FILIPINO LIFE, (LOWLAND LIFE STYLES AND 19TH 
CENTURY ARTIFACTS) OR VILLANEUVA PAINTING AND POTTERY 
EXHIBITION. MRS. MONDALE COULD THEN JOIN THE VICE 
PRESIDENT AT THE MANILA HOTEL ABOUT FIVE P.M. TO PRE- 
PARE FOR THE SIX P.M. RECEPTION AT THE EMBASSY BALLROOM. 
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3. ON APRIL 15 MRS. MONDALE MIGHT BE GUEST OF HONOR AT 
AN APPROPRIATELY HOSTED SEVEN A.M. BREAKFAST IN THE 
MANILA HOTEL FOR A RANGE OF ACCOMPLISHED WOMEN ACTIVE 
IN GOVERNMENT, BUSINESS, PROFESSIONAL, AND WELFARE 
ACTIVITIES. THEREAFTER MRS. MONDALE COULD VISIT THE 
NEARBY MUSEUM OF PHILIPPINE ART TO VIEW THE EXHIBITION 
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AND MEET AND HAVE COFFEE WITH PERHAPS TWO HUNDRED

GREATER UNDERSTANDING AMONG CULTURES. RECENT MUTUALLY 
SHARED EXAMPLES DISPLAYED IN BOTH COUNTRIES INCLUDE 
EGYPTIAN AND CHINESE ANTIQUITIES EXHIBITION.) LOCAL 

INITIATIVE ALREADY DEMONSTRATED IN BOTH DIRECTIONS THROUGH GOP 
SPONSORED CONTEMPORARY PHILIPPINE ART SHOW AT IMF WASH-
